mitting recently a brigandish aggressive 
i ‘in the territorial air of the Soviet Un‘on. 
the U.S. imperialists are reviving wmilitar- 
i in Japan and West Germany, framing up 


all kinds of aggressive military blocs, rein- 
forcing aggressive military bases in foreign 
countries and continuously perpetrating new 
war preparations against the people of the 
whote world and socialist countries. 

The U.S. imperialists occupying South Ko- 
rea are introducing large quantities of vari- 
ous new type weapons including guided mis- 
siles in violation of the armistice “agreement, = 
frequently carrying out atomic mobile exer. 
cises along the military demarcation line and 
converting South Korea into a base for pro- 
voking a nuclear war.
